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Ir at any time a doubt ſhall ariſe reſpecting the meaning 
of any law in this code, ſuch law ſhall be interpreted ACs 
cording to its ſtrict letter, without regard to any ſuppoſed 
import which may militate againſt ſuch interpretation.

OF ORDINARY MEETINGS. 


1. - i ordindry meetings a the Society ſhall com» 
mence on the laſt Friday but one of October, and be held 
every Friday, until twelve ſets of diſſertations ſhall have 
been read. Each ordinary meeting for private buſineſs 
ſhall commence at ſeven o'clock P. M. and ſhall not be 
protracted beyond half paſt ſeven. If the private buſineſs 
ſhould not then be finiſhed, it ſhall be reſumed either at 
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the next ordinary meeting, or at an extraordinary one ap- 
pointed for the purpoſe f. There ſhall be an adjournment 
for a few minutes between private and public buſineſs, and 
alſo between the caſe and queſtion ; the meeting ſhall con- 
tinue. until it be diſſolved by the Preſident. 

2. The names of the ordinary attending members ſhall 
be called over by the Secretary, at the beginning and end 
of private buſineſs, at the beginning of public buſineſs, 


during the interval between the caſe and queſtion, and at 


the end of public buſineſs. A member ſhall be fined ſix- 
pence for every roll-call from which he ſhall have been 
abſent. See Ch. xvi. L. I. 2. 3. 4. 

3. If the author of a diſſertation be abſent during its 
diſcuſſion more than fifteen minutes, he ſhall be fined five 


ſhillings : The Preſident ſhall notice the time he may be 


abſent. If the author do not attend during any part of 
the diſcuſſion, he ſhall incur the penalty of one guinea, 
unleſs he make a ſatisfactory excuſe for his abſence. 

4. If an adjournment be moved during the public buſi- 
neſs, the ſenſe of the Society ſhall be immediately taken, 


and previous to the adjournment the roll ſhall be called. 


Notice of the adjournment ſhall be inſerted in the minutes, 
and ſhall alſo be affixed to ſome * place in the 


Library. 
5. At eh meetings the roll ſhall be called at the 


commencement and termination of the meeting : the fine 


for abſence ſhall be the ſame as at ordinary meetings. 

6. A member may petition for leave of abſence from 
the meetings of the Society for a limited time, provided 
he be not to give in diſſertations within three weeks. His 
petition ſhall circulate a week, and then be determined by 
ballot, three-fourths of the Society being required for its 
admiſſion; and if it be rejected, a ſecond petition ſhall not

founded on the ſame reaſons. During the permitted time 
of abſence, the privileges of ſuch member ſhall be ſuſpend- 
ed. And if, after the expiration of this term, he ſhould

{hall incur the penalty of expulſion, unleſs a ſufficient apo- 
logy be made.

CHAP. II. 


Of EXTRAORDINARY MEETINGS. 


W ann one third of the Society may think an ex- 
traordinary meeting requiſite, the Preſident in office ſhall 
appoint it within twenty-four hours, unleſs the member 
propoſing it conſent to its being later. 

2. The roll ſhall be called at the beginning and end of 


the meeting; and if any member be abſent at either roll- 


call, he ſhall be fined 18. and if from both 2s. The fol- 
lowing appeals ſhall be conſidered valid; confinement by 
illneſs, engagements at other ſocieties, at claſſes, abſence 
from town two miles. 


3. On the firſt Wedneſday after the laſt ordinary meet- 


ing of each ſeſſion, there ſhall be an extraordinary meeting,

On the ſucceeding Friday there ſhall be another ex- 
traordinary meeting, for the purpoſe of receiving the re- 
port of a committee, which ſhall have been appointed to 
examine the accounts of the Preſidents. No fine ſhall be

CHAP. II. 


OF THE DECISIONS OF THE

W ax any propoſal ſhall be made to the Society, 
IP ſeconded, if it be not unanimouſly agreed to, it ſhall 
be determined by ballot at the enſuing ordinary meeting, 
(Ch. I. 3) except a propoſal for an extraordinary 
meeting, which ſhall be balloted for immediately. Any 
propoſals made at an extraordinary meeting, and ſeconded, 
if not objected to by one in ten, ſhall be balloted for i im- 
mediately; if otherwiſe, theſe ſhall be determined at an 
extraordinary meeting, to be appointed that day ſe ennight.

15 O N the laſt ordinary meeting in February, a commit- 
tee, conſiſting of ten members, choſen by ballot, out of 
thoſe whoſe names are on the liſt of circulation, ſhall be 
appointed for the purpoſe of providing thirty-ſix queſtions 
on medical or philoſophical ſubjects connected with medi- 
cine, and of ſelecting an equal number of diſeaſes, as ſub- 
jects for the diſſertations to be written e the enſuing 
ſeſſion. 

2. The committee ſhall, previou{ly to the ſecond Wo 
nary meeting in March, prepare a lift of the queſtions and 
diſeaſes they may have choſen, and ſhall direct the fame to 
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be affixed to ſome conſpicuous place in the Library during 


the week. After the third ordinary meeting of the ſame 
month, the committee ſhall meet for the purpoſe of receiv- 
ing and taking into conſideration ſuch ſubjects as may have 
been propoſed to them in writing by any member, with his 


fſignature annexed And, on the fourth ordinary meeting 


of the ſame month, they ſhall preſent to the Preſident 


| thirty-ſix covers, ſealed and numbered, each containing a 


queſtion, and the name of a diſeaſe, together with a report 
ſpecifying the numbers allotted. to particular members at 
their own requeſt. 

3. The ſets having been thus received, the Preſident 
ſhall order that every perſon intending to write in the en- 
ſuing ſeſſion ſhall, at the next meeting, declare (in perſon 
or by letter) his intention. Each of the thirty- ſix ſenior 
members who intend to write ſhall then, from numbers on 
{lips of papers correſponding with thoſe marked in the ſe- 
veral ſets, draw one. 

4. After the lots ſhall have been drawn, the 1 
ſhall, within the ſpace of a fortnight at fartheſt, tranſcribe 
into a book, to be kept in the Library for the inſpection of 
the members, all the ſets of papers, marking each ſet with 
its proper number, and the name of the perſon who is to 
write upon the ſubject of it. He ſhall then deliver to each 
perſon the original ſet allotted to him; and, at the com- 
mencement of the 3 ſeſſion, he ſhall hang up in the 
Libgary the names of thoſe members who are to write, and 
the ſubjects of their reſpective diflertations. 

g. Any perſon may write on a ſubject or ſubjects propo- 
ſed by himſelf, provided they ſhall have met with the ap- 
probation of the committee, and that he ſhall have (in writ- 
ing) ſignified his intention at the time of making the pro-

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poſal. If a member petition for one ſubject only, the Com- 


mittee ſhall allot to him the other, whether queſtion or 
diſeaſe, in order that the covers returned may be complete. 
After the ſubjects ſhall have been thus diſpoſed of, by lot 
or choice, any perſon who ſhall make any alteration, or al- 
terations, in them, ſhall be fined 58. for each. 

6. If any perſon be diſſatisfied with one or more of the 
ſubjects, which he has procured by lot or choice, he may 


petition the Society for leave to alter them; a committee 


{hall then be appointed by the Preſident, to report imme- 
diately to the Society, whether the ſubjects then propoſed 
have been, or are to be written on during the ſeſſion. If 
the committee make an erroneous report, each of its mem- 
bers ſhall be fined 28. d. The petition ſhall be inſerted 
in the minutes, and, if objected to, {hall be balloted for at 
the next ordinary meeting, and admitted, if two thirds of 
the Society are in its favour. The Secretary ſhall, within 
eight days, inſert any alterations made in the ſubje&s in 
the book kept for the purpoſe. 

7. Should any member petition for a fubject already 
written upon during the ſeſſion, or to be written on by 
another member, he ſhall incur the penalty of 5s. ; and, if 
he ſhall write on the ſame, he ſhall incur the penalty of a 
guinea.

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CHAP. XII. 
OF THE DELIVERY OF DISSERTATIONS. 


I. O« the firſt Friday i in Oftober, the Secretary ſhall give 

notice to the two ſenior ordinary members, then reſident 
in Edinburgh, to deliver to the Preſident, on the laſt Fri- 
day but one in October, each a diflertation on one of the 
ſubjects allotted to him : 'The ſenior one, on his caſe; the 
junior one, on his queſtion.

The Preſident in office ſhall direct the members, in ſets of 


two, according to ſeniority, to deliver diflertations in the 
ſame order.

2. The firſt ſet of writers having, according | to the above 


law, delivered their diſſertations on the laſt Friday but one 
of October, the Society ſhall diſcuſs them on the ſecond 
Friday of N ovember. During the intermediate time, the 
Secretary ſhall, in the courſe of the firſt week, have the diſ- 
fertations tranſcribed into books to be kept. for that pur- 
poſe; and, on the following Saturday, ſhall deliver them, 
at eight o'clock in the morning, to the Senior member on 
the liſt of circulation. 

3. The books in which theſe Ae tanzons hall have been 


tranſcribed, ſhall lie in the Library drawer tor the inſpection

of the members. Any perſon who ſhall remove them from 


the Medical Hall ſhall be fined half-a-guinea. 

4. Every ſet of writers ſhall deliver their diſſertations to 
the Preſident three weeks before they are to be diſcuſſed, 
in order that they may be tranſcribed the firſt week, and 
may circulate the remaining fortnight. 


5. Should the perſon appointed to write negle&t to give 


in his diſſertation at the ftated time, he ſhall incur the pe- 
nalty of 6d. for every hour of neglect, until his fine ſhall 
amount to half-a-guinea. If he neglect to give it in at the 
next meeting, he ſhall incur the farther penalty of one gui- 
nea and if he do not give it in on the following night, he 
mall be expelled, unleſs an apology be made which ſhall 
be deemed ſatisfactory by the Society. Sickneſs ſhall, in 
no caſe, be deemed a valid excuſe, unleſs the perſon ſhall 
have been confined for two weeks previous to the time ap- 
pointed for giving in his diſſertations to be tranſcribed. 

6. No member ſhall be allowed to exchange his turn of 
writing with another unleſs for a complete ſet ; leave to ex-

or THE CIRCUL ATION OF MINUTES AND 
DISSER T ATIONS. 


; A Sufficient number of copies of diſſertations ſhall 
be procured, at the expence of the Society, ſo that every 
member may receive them in circulation. 

2. At the commencement of the Seſſion, the Secretary | 
ſhall arrange the lift of circulation according to the ſenio- 
rity of the members, who may then intimate to him their 


deſire of having their names inſerted in it. The names 


of thoſe members, who may afterwards deſire to be put up- 


on the liſt, ſhall be added to it, according to priority of 


application. The original arrangement ſhall in no inſtance 
be altered, unleſs by the mutual agreement of members to 
exchange their reſpective ſituations on the liſt. 


+ 3 The Secretary ſhall begin the circulation every Satur- 


day, during the Seſſion, at eight o'clock in the morning, 
by ſending the diſſertations and minutes to the ſenior mem- 


ber whoſe name may be on the liſt of circulation. This 


member ſhall ſend them to the next in rotation at the hour 


appointed, — he to the next, and ſo on. No member ſhall 


Keep them longer than ſix hours, under the penalty of fix- 
pence, for every hour during which he ſhall detain all or 
any of the circulating papers. If any * detain them

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more than ſix hours beyond the time at which he ought 
to have ſent them away, he ſhall not ſend them to the 
next on the liſt, but to him whoſe right it may then be to 
have them. And every perſon ſhall ſend the diſſertations 


and minutes, at the appointed time, whether they have 


been ſix hours in his poſſeſſion or not. 

4. If the diſſertations and minutes be delivered at the 
abode of any member later than the hour appointed 
for him to have ſent them away, he ſhall not incur a 
penalty though they ſhould happen to be detained ; but 
he ſhall endeavour to ſet the circulation right as ſoon as 
poſſible. 

5. With the diſſertations and minutes a book ſhall cir- 
culate, in which ſhall be inſcribed the names and places 
of reſidence of the members who are on the liſt of circu- 
lation; and alſo the time allowed each member to keep 
theſe papers. In another part of the ſame book, each 
member ſhall write, in proper columns, 1. The name of 
the perſon from whom he received the diſſertations and 
minutes. 2. The hour at which he received them. 3. 
The name of the perſon to whom he ſent them. 4. The 
hour at which he ſent them. 5. His own name. For any 
irregularity, or omiſſion, in marking the circulation, he 
ſhall incur the penalty of 1s. . 

6. The liſts of circulation of the preceding week ſhall 
be examined every Friday night by one of the Authors 
whoſe diſſertations were read at the preceding meeting. 


For neglect, or error, in the performance of this, each of 
them ſhall be fined one ſhilling.

OF THE LIBRARY, AND APPARATUS. 


* 


1. Arr new publications received into the Library 
ſhall lie in the appropriated Library drawers a fortnight, 
and'the laſt number of periodical publications a month. 
Any perſon who thall remove from the hall, or injure 
any of theſe books, ſhall incur the penalty of five ſhil- 
lings. 
2. No book containing plates ſhall be put into the drawer 
before the plates are ſtamped; and the Library Committee 
may, if they deem it expedient, prevent any e. book 
from being placed in the drawer. 
3. When a new periodical publication ſhall appear, the 
former ſhall either be bound immediately, or be laid afide, 
until a ſufficient number be collected. Each particular 
book ſhall then be entered into the Library Catalogue, and 
lent out under the common regulations of the Library. 
See L. 5. 6. 7. 9. 10. of this Chap. and Chap. ix. L. 19. 
20. 21; 22. 

4. At every ordinary meeting of the Society, the Pre- 
ſident fhall appoint, in rotation, one of the ordinary mem- 
bers to report, in writing, at the following ordinary meet- 
ing, what publications may at that time be upon the Li- 

brary table. Should the e Secretary, or Member 
appointed, 
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appointed, fail to obſerve what this law preſcribes, he ſhall 
incur the penalty of 2s. 6d. 

5. At the firſt ordinary meeting in December, and alſo 
at that in April, the Preſident ſhall order all the books 
and chemical apparatus to be returned on or before the 
enſuing Thurſday. Of this order, the Secretary ſhall give 
notice to each member who may at that time have any of 
the books or apparatus in his poſſeſſion. If any member 
neglect to obey this order, he ſhall incur the penalty of 
five ſhillings for every book not returned : he ſhall incur 


the ſame penalty, if he detain the whole, or any part of 


the apparatus in his poſſeſſion, unleſs he ſhall give notice 
that the apparatus, ſo detained, has been broken. Should 
the Preſident or Librarian fail to obſerve what this law

6. In a particular preſs in the Library ſhall be depoſited : 


the great anatomical plates, and ſuch other books as the 
Society may order. The key ſhall be lodged with the 
Houſekeeper, and acceſs be granted to the members every 


day, from eight in the morning till eight at night; except 


on Friday evenings, when no acceſs ſhall he granted after 
four o'clock, during the ſeſſion. Theſe books ſhall be 
lent aut, upon the conditions, and with the exceptions 


ſpecified in Chap. xv. Law 9. 'The Librarian ſhall not be 


accountable for. them. 

7. The manuſcript diſſertations may be given out in the 
ſame manner as other books, but they muſt be returned 
after eight days, if required. 

8. If a member, having procured the . of the Library 
drawers, or preſs, ſhall not return it to the Houſekeeper 
before leaving the Hall, or ſhall neglect to replace any 
book, &c. he ſhall incur the penalty of one ſhilling. 
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9. No member ſhall remove a book belonging to the So- 
ciety farther than three miles from Edinburgh, er the 
penalty of 10 s. 6 d. for each book. 

10. If any member neglect or refuſe to return a book at 
the requeſt of another member, after it ſhall have been 


—ſourteen days in his poſſeſſion, he ſhall incur the penalty of 


15. for each day he may detain it. 

11. At the end of every ſeſſion ſhall be printed, under 
the inſpection of the Library Committee, a ſeparate cata- 
logue of the books added that ſeſſion, containing the names 
of the books, with thoſe of the places and times of their 
publication annexed, diſpoſed (as in the former printed ca- 
talogues) in alphabetical order. 

12. A book ſhall be kept, in which all communications 
made to the Society ſhall be tranſcribed, if the perſon who 
preſents them have no objeftion. 

13. The houſekeeper ſhall be intruſted with the care of 
the apparatus. She ſhall. give it out to members, on re- 
ceiving a receipt from them, expreſſing the number and 
condition of the articles taken out, and an obligation to re- 
turn them clean, and in an equally good condition. She 
ſhall tranſmit all ſuch receipts to the Apparatus Committee 
at their ordinary meetings. When any apparatus is return- 
ed, fhe ſhall keep t apart, until it has been examined by 
the committee, unleſs any member wiſh to take it out; in 
which caſe, he ſhall give a receipt in preciſcly the terms of 
the receipt of the former member, who ſhall in conſequence 
be no longer anſwerable for it; the reſponſibility for any in- 
ury which the apparatus may have ſuſtained, ſince it was 


ſt examined, attaching to the member into whoſe poſ- 
ſeſſion it ſhall then pals. 


CHAP. 
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CH 4A P. XV. 


OF-COMMITTEES. 


SECT. I. Library Committee. 


1. Oz the ſame night on which the Annuual Preſi- 


dents are elected, a Committee ſhall be appointed for the 


purpoſe of propoſing and purchaſing books, to conſiſt of 
the four Prefidents, and ſeven members choſen by ballot, 
out of thoſe whoſe names are on the liſt of circulation. 

2. This Committee ſhall, on the firſt and third ordinary 
meetings of every month, preſent to the Society a liſt of 
| books, which in their opinion ought to be purchaſed. Du- 
ring the intermediate time, a book ſhall lie in one of the 
Library drawers, in which any member may propoſe ſuch, 
books as he may think proper, annexing his ſignature to 
the ſame; ſubject, however, to the reviſal of the Com- 
mittee, who at the ſubſequent meeting may reject pie 
which they deem improper. 

3. From the liſt thus preſented, each book ſhall be ſe- 
parately propoſed by the Preſident, and, if objected to, ſhall 
be immediately balloted for: the books to which no ob- 
Jection 1 is made ſhall be conſidered as admitted. 

4. The office of purchaſing the books, admitted by the 
Society, ſhall be delegated by the Committee to two of their 
members. This Sub-committee ſhall be authoriſed to give 


orders, ſigned by themſelves, to any bookſeller, provided 


that they mark in a book kept for the purpoſe the time 


when, 


pers or Tn 


when, and the perſon to whom their orders were addrefſed, 
with their ſignatures annexed. Should they give an order 

to any bookſeller, without attending to theſe conditions, 
they ſhall incur a penalty of 5s. each, and the Society 
ſhall not be reſponſible for ſuch orders. 

5. It ſhall be the duty of the Library Committee to in- 
ſpect the conduct of the members, whom they appoint for 
the purchaſe of books, to fine them for neglect, in a ſum 
not exceeding 5s. to remove them for improper conduct 
in the exerciſe of their office, and to ſubſtitute others in 
their room. 

6. The Library Committee ſhall appoint one of their 
number, in rotation, to ſtamp in ſome conſpicuous part all 
plates, within one week from the reception of the book 
containing ſuch plates, under the penalty of one ſhilling 
for each book, until the fine ſhall amount to five ſhillings. 

7. They ſhall appoint one of their number, in rotation, 
to enter in a book, kept for the purpoſe, the titles of all 
books received into the Library : this entry the appointed 

WA member is required to complete previouſly to every meet- 
. ing of the Committee, under the penalty of ſixpence for 
every volume omitted, until the fine amount to two and 


{1xpence. 
8. They ſhall, at their ordinary meetings, examine all 
accounts relating to the Library, and atteſt the ſame by the 
ſignature of two of their members. | | 
9. They ſhall, at their ordinary meetings, and at no o- 
ther time, deliver to members applying in perſon, ſuch of 
the plates as are permitted to circulate, according to the 


exceptions ſtated in the preſs catalogue. Before the plates 
are given out, they ſhall be examined by the committee in 
preſence of the member who is to receive them, and a re- 
ceipt mall be taken from him, expreſſing the number and 

condition 
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condition of the plates which he receives, and an obligation 
to return them to the committee in an equally good con- 
dition at their next ordinary meeting. The committee 
ſhall fine thoſe who neglect to return the plates in the pe- 
nalty of five ſhillings, which fine ſhall be repeated at every 
meeting of the committee, until the return be made; they 
{hall take care that the Society receive compenſation for 


any injury the plates may have ſuſtained, while in the poſ- 


ſeſſion of any member. When a book of plates is returned 
to the committee, it may be given out to the member re- 
turning it, provided that no other perſon have applied for 
it No member ſhall take out plates for the uſe of any 
other. 

10. Beſides their 00 reports, the Committee ſhall, 
on the firſt ordinary meetings of January and April, pre- 


pare and lay before the Society a ſtatement of the perio- 


dical publications and tranſactions of Societies that have 
been purchaſed fince laſt report; and of deficiencies exiſting. 
The Committee ſhall alſo be entruſted with the care of 
ſupplying theſe deficiencies. 

11. All the proceedings of the Committee ſhall be mi- 
nuted by themſelves in a book kept for that purpoſe, and 
the minutes ſhall be ſigned by all the members preſent, 
under the penalty of 1s. each. 

12. Should any member of the Committee take his 
name from the liſt of circulation, he ſhall be conſidered as 
having vacated his ſeat, and there ſhall be an election of 
a new member There ſhall be a new election alſo when 


any member of the Committee leaves town, or refigns 12 | 


ſeat. 
13. The Committee ſhall meet on the 1ſt and 3d Fri- 
days of every month during the ſeſſion, at a quarter after 
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fix o'clock. The fine for abſence at the beginning of the 


meeting ſhall be 6d. during the whole of it 18. 6d. 

14. The Committee ſhall alſo meet during the receſs on 
the ſecond Saturday of every month, at. three o'clock, and 
ſubject to the ſame fines in caſe of abſence, for the pur- 


-- poſe of receiving from one of their number a liſt of the 


publications received in the' interval of their meetings, and 
of ordering and purchaſin 9 immediately any publications on 
Chemiſtry, Phyſiology, and the Practice of Phyſic, which 
may not have been known to the Committee to have been 
publiſhed previouſly to their laſt report to the Society. 

15. Within a fortnight from the firſt meeting after the 
cloſe of the ſeſſion, they ſhall prepare an Appendix to the 
Catalogue, according to Ch. xiv. L. 11. and direct the 
ſame to be printed without delay. 

16. Should it appear to any member, that the Library 
Committee have been remiſs in procuring books, which 
had been admitted, or otherwiſe guilty of miſconduct ; on 
ſpecifying the grounds of his complaint, a Committee of 
five ſhall be appointed, of which the complaining member 
ſhall be Chairman, the ſecond be appointed by him, the 
third by the ſecond, and ſo on; for the purpoſe of obtain- 
ing an explanation from the Library Committee, which 
they ſhall report at the next ordinary meeting of the So- 
ciety. If the Library Committee appear in fault, and can- 
not exculpate themſelves to the ſatisfaftion of two-thirds 
of the Society, they ſhall be removed from office, and a 
new Committee be elected in their room. 

17. For every neglect of duty, not particularly ſpeci. 
fied, the members of the Committee ſhall be fined 18 
each. 


SECT. 
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SECT. II. Apparatus Committee. 


18. On the firſt ordinary meeting of the Society ſuc- 
ceeding that on which the annual Preſidents are elected, a 
Committee ſhall be appointed for the purpoſe of providing 
and inſpecting chemical apparatus, and other philoſophical 
inſtruments. ' It ſhall coniiſt of five members choſen by 
ballot, of whom one muſt be an Annual Preſident. 

19. This Committee ſhall be allowed the ſum of five 
pounds annually, together with all ſums ariſing from fines 
incurred on account of the apparatus, to be expended as 
hereafter mentioned. | 

20. The Committee ſhall meet on the firſt and third 
Saturdays of every month throughout the year, at one 
o'clock. If any member be abſent at the time of meeting, 
he ſhall incur the penalty of ſixpence. If he neglect to 
attend during the whole of the meeting, he ſhall incur the 
penalty of one ſhilling. 

21. At their ordinary meetings, the Committee ſhall en- 
ter in a book kept for that purpoſe a liſt of all the articles 


of apparatus which may have been given out in the inter- 


vals. They ſhall alſo examine the apparatus returned with- 
in the ſame period, and regiſter its return in the ſame book. 
They ſhall order the Secretary to impoſe on members the 
penalty of ſixpence for every article of apparatus which 
may have been returned dirty. They ſhall tranſmit to the 
Secretary an account of the fines incurred by members 
for breaking or injuring the apparatus, or otherwiſe in- 
fringing any of the laws reſpecting it. They ſhall enter 
in their caſn- book the ſums to be received for broken ap- 
paratus, &c. and alſo the ſums actually received on account 
of the apparatus ; of the latter of which an account ſhall 
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be tranſmitted to them by the Secretary after each collec- 


tion of fines. They ſhall be entitled to draw on the Trea-

ſurer for the amount of the ſams ſo received. They ſhall 
alſo enter in the ſame book the amount of all ſums expen- 
ded by them: and they ſhall examine all accounts relating 
to the apparatus, and atteſt the ſame by the ſignature of 
two of their members. They ſhall keep regular minutes 
of heir proceedings, which muſt be ſigned at each meeting 
by the members preſent. | 

22. They ſhall keep a correct liſt of all the articles of 
2pparatus, . with the price of each annexed. When any _ 
article is deſtroyed, it ſhall be expunged from the liſt, and 
the member who is anſwerable for it hall be charged with 
the ſum, expreſſing its value. | 

23. They ſhall receive from any member propoſals in . 
writing for the purchaſe of particular articles, which they 
{ſhall regiſter in their minutes, together with their deciſion 
on the ſame. | 5 

24. They ſhall, at the ordinary meeting of the Society 
ſucceeding each ordinary meeting of the Committee, preſent 


to the Society a liſt of ſuch articles of apparatus as they 


ſhall deem it expedient to purchaſe, ſtating, as nearly as 
they can eſtimate it, the price of ſuch articles. From the 
lift thus preſented, each article ſhall be ſeparately propoſed 
by the Preſident, and, it objected to, thall be immediately 
ballotted for: the articles to which no objection is made 
{hall be conſidered as admitted. : 

25. The office of purchaſing apparatus ſhall be delega- 


ted by the committee to two of their members. Theſe 


members ſhall be authoriſed to give orders, ſigned by them- 
ſelves, provided that they mark in a book kept for the pur- 
poſe the time when, and the perſon to whom their orders 
were given, with their ſignatures annexed. Should they 


give

give an order, without attending to theſe conditions, they 
{hall incur a penalty of two ſhillings and ſixpence each, 
and the Society ſhall not be reſponſible for ſuch orders. 
The Committee may ſine the members, whom they have 
appointed for the purchaſe of, apparatus, for neglect, in a 
ſum not exceeding two ſhillings and ſixpence; may remove 
them for improper conduct in the exerciſe of their office, 
and ſubſtitute others in their room. 

26. The committee ſhall be authoriſed, during the ſum- 
mer, to purchaſe ſuch apparatus as they may deem neceſ- 
ſary, without the ſanCtion of the Society, provided that the 
purchaſe of ſuch apparatus ſhall not have been previouſly 


prohibited by the Society, and that the expence attending 
it ſhall not exceed the amount of the ſum in their hands. 
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7. The Committee of Fines ſhall conſiſt of nine mem- 
bers, namely, the four Annual Preſidents, and the five el- 
deſt ordinary members. 

28. This Committee ſhall meet every Friday evening 
at a quarter before ſeven o'clock. They ſhall examine the 
minutes of the preceding meeting, and authenticate the 
lame by their ſignatures. They ſhall examine all accounts, 

: excepting thoſe referred to the Library or Apparatus Com- 
mittees, and atteſt the ſame by the ſignature of two of 
their members. They ſhall alſo examine all fines that 
{hall have been incurred a fortnight before. They ſhall 
determine by ballot every queſtion which may ariſe reſpect- 
ing the validity of appeals from fines. And each member 
hall be underſtood to have pledged his honour that he 
will not divulge what may pals among them, unleſs pub- 
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licly in a meeting of the Society, having previouſly ob- 
tained permiſſion from the Society ſo to do. 

29. If any member of this Committee be abſent at the 
time of meeting, he ſhall incur the penalty of 6d. If he 
be abſent during the whole of the meeting, he ſhall | incur 


the penalty of 1s. 


30. At their firſt meetings in the months of November, 


January, and March, they ſhall direct the Secretary to 


tranſmit to every member a written account of his fines; 
at their next meeting they ſhall receive from him a ſtate- 
ment of the accounts ſo delivered, and of the ſums received 
by him in conſequence thereof. This ſtatement, corrected 
as they may find neceſfary, ſhall on the following evening 
be tranſmitted to the Preſident in office, and every mem- 
ber who ſhall not have paid his fines ſhall be by him called 
upon for the payment of them, with the additional penalty 
of two and ſix pence, unleſs in the caſe of an appeal to the 
Committee of Fines, or of an appeal from their deciſion to 
the Society. 

31. When an appeal ſhall be made to the Committee, 
which appears to them reaſonable, but which they are for- 
bidden by a poſitive law to ſuſtain, they ſhall recommend 
it to the conſideration of the Society. See Ch. xii. L. 5. 

32. The Committee of Fines ſhall have an extraordi- 
nary meeting on the Saturday ſubſequent to the laſt or- 
dinary meeting of the Society, at one o'clock, when they 
ſhall determine on all fines incurred previous to their meet- 
ing, and not formerly examined. They ſhall then direct 
the Secretary to tranſmit to every member an account of 
his fines. On the following Wedneſday they ſhall have 
another extraordinary meeting, at half paſt fix o'clock, for 
the purpoſe of preparing the ſtatement of the fines to be 
preſented on the ſame evening to the Preſident.

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33. The members of the Committee of Fines ſhall in- 


cur a penalty of 2s. 6d. each, at any time when it ſhall 
appear to a majority of the Society that they have acted

SECT. IV. Particular Committees. 


34. At the laſt ordinary meeting of the Society, in e- 
very Seſſion, a Committee ſhall be elected by ballot to ex- 


amine the accounts of the Annual Preſidents. This 


Committee ſhall make their report to the Society at the 
ſecond extraordinary meeting at the cloſe of the ſeſſion. 

35. At the firſt ordinary meeting in January, a Com- 
mittee ſhall be appointed to examine the Treaſurer's ac- 
counts. It ſhall conſiſt of two of the Preſidents, and three 
other members. 

36. At the firſt ordinary meeting in April, a Committee 
ſhall be appointed to examine the accounts of the receipts 
and expenditure of the Apparatus Committee. 

37. At the ſtated periods for giving in the books of 


the Society, a Committee ſhall be appointed to inſpect the 
Library. See Ch. ix. L. 23. 


38. On the Friday previous to the election of Preſi- 


dents, a Committee ſhall be appointed to examine the 
Liſt of Circulation, and the Minutes. See Ch. vii. L. 6. 
and 7. This examination they are required to make be- 
fore eight o'clock of the following morning, and to preſent 
a report on the ſame at the next meeting. In caſe of ne- 
glect or error in any part of the duty preſcribed by this 
law, the members of the Committee ſhall reſpectively incur 
the penalty of five ſhillings.

40. If a Committee be thought neceſſary for any other 
purpoſes than thoſe already ſpecified, the propoſer of the 
motion, for the execution of which the Committee may be 
thought neceſſary, ſhall be nominated by the Preſident to 
be chairman of the Committee. The chairman ſhall then 
nominate a ſecond member, the ſecond a third, and ſo on, 
till the Committee be completed. 

The Committee ſhall give in their report in writ- 
Vine at the appointed time, on the enſuing night of meeting, 
and be then diſſolved, if the contrary be not ſpecified. If 
the Committee ſhall omit to give in a report without offer- 
ing a ſufficient reaſon, the Preſident ſhall-take notice pub- 
licly of the omiſſion. 

42. When a member ſhall omit to attend altogether, or 
ſhall give an imperfect attendance at a meeting of a Com- 
mittee, of which he has heen appointed a member, he ſhall 
incur a penalty, the preciſe amount of which ſhall be de- 
termined by the majority of the Committee, PO that 
it ſhall not exceed five ſhillings. 

43. For any neglect of duty not particularly f. ecified, the 
members of every Committee ſhall incur the penalty of one

OF FINES, AND THE COLLECTION OF THEM. 


1. Tan Secretary ſhall mark the offences and penalties 
of each member who may have tranſgreſſed any of the 
laws, in a book which ſhall lie in one of the Library draw- 
ers: in this book ſuch member may appeal for the remiſſion 
of his fine within a fortnight after it ſhall have been incur- 
red.

In making an appeal for attendance at claſſes, it ſhall be 
neceſſary to ſpecify the claſs at which the member ſo ap- 
pealing ſhall have been preſent. 

3. Allappeals, without exception, muſt, inthe firſt inſtance, 

be ſubmitted to the Committee of Fines : ſuch fines as arc 
confirmed by the Committee, the Secretary ſhall regiſter in 
a book kept for the purpoſe, and ſhall, at the ſtated times, 
(Ch. xv. Law 30. & 32.) tranſmit an account of them to 
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the members who may have reſpectively incurred them. 
Each member, on receiving an account of his fines, {hall 
pay them to the Secretary at leaſt ſix hours before the next 
meeting of the Committee, under the penalty of half-a 
crown, unleſs he ſhall have occaſion to appeal to the Com- 

mittee, (in which caſe he muſt ſtate his reaſons for not hav- 
ing done ſo within the time limited, by the firſt law of this 
chapter), or from the deciſion of the Comitmtee to the So-
